His ship was dispatched to 
investigate a treat sighted by 
a Navy aircraft. Upon ar¬ 
riving at the scene, the Wor¬ 
den’s commanding officer 
decided to embark the re¬ 
fugees aboard due to the 
condition of their boat and 
the lack of food and water. 
The 28 men, fo,ur womei’ and 
12 children,^ brought the to¬ 
tal number of refugees re.s- 
cued by the Worden to 121 in 
the p.ast ten months. 

The Worden is 533 feet 
long anri carries a crew of 
39G. It is outfitted with guns, 
missiles, torpedoes and anti¬ 
submarine rockets.

The fact is that persons in 
traditional female occup>o- 
tions earn less than persons 
in traditional male occupa¬ 
tions, not becaase their jobs 
are less demanding but be- 
caw.se they are performing 
tasks perceived as “women's 
work,” and that .still means, 
unfortunately, significantly 
lower wages. 

According to the U.S. Wo¬ 
men’s Bureau, in 1977, the 
average earnings for year- 
round, full-time female cleri¬ 
cal workers was $8,601, com¬ 
pared to .$1.1,966 for their 
male counterparts.

The Sierra Madre Board of 
School Trustees has adopted

About 5:30 to 5:45 is gen¬ 
erally the time w-hen the 
‘‘alarm clock” goes off in 
lire morning lately. I’m re¬ 
ferring to our natural alarm 
clock . . . the local, resident 
mucking bird. It’s getting 
especially difficult to sleej) 
past that time. The mocker 
often sits on our T.V. an¬ 
tenna wliich IS attached to 
our chimney. As it sings out 
its numei'ous and varied 
calls, its voice funnels dow-n 
the chimi’ey into our fire¬ 
place whei-e Its sound is 
m.agnified by five or ten 
times! 

But getting up early has 
its rewards . . . like listen¬ 
ing to the weeds grow in the 
dichondra, or observing the 
neighborhood cat sneaking 
up on the unsuspecting birds 
beneath the feeder!
